The Republic-Courier is indignant 
at the attempt to impose upon its 
credulity by the publication of the 
pretended UPCHURCH-LEE corres- 
pondence.

Imagine the editor’s expression in 
the afternoon, when he saw the pa- 
per containing the cards of LEE and 
UPCHURCH, acknowledging that the 
letters were genuine, and denounc- 
ing the thief who stole them.

The Exemption Allowed Bank- 
rupts—Difference Between Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina. 


As our article of last week upon 
the decisions of Chief Justice WAITE 
in Virginia was calculated to leave 
an erroneous impression converning 
the effect of the decisions in this 
State, we propose this morning to 
draw the distinction between the law 
as it applies in Virginia,andin North 
Carolina. We quote from the decis- 
ion: 

“Under the bankrupt law, as origi- 
nally enacted, there was exempted 
from the assignment of property re- 
quired to be made by the bankrupt 
to his assignee, among others, such 
property as was exempt from levy and 
sale under execution, by the 
laws of the State in which the bank- 
rupt had his domicil at the time of 
the commencement of the proceed- 
ings in bankruptcy, to an amount 
not exceeding that allowed by such 
exemption laws in forcein the year 
1864. | 

By an amendatory act passed on 
the 8th of June, 1872, this provision 
was changed so as to give the bank- 
rupt the benefit of the exemptions 
under laws in force in 1871.” 

On the 3d of March, 1873, Congress 
passed another act, it is said at the 
instigation of Senator LEwIs, of Va., 
which is as follows: : 

‘Be it enacted, &c., That it was the 
true intent and meaning of an act 
approved June 8th, 1872, entitled, 
&c., that the exemptions allowed the 
bankrupt by thesaid amendatory act 
should, and it is hereby enacted that 
they shall, be the amount allowed by 
the Constitution and laws of each 
State respectively as existing in the 
year 1871 ; and that such exemptions 
be valid against debts contracted be- 
fore the adoption and passage of such 
State Constitution and laws, as well 
as those contracted after the same, 
and against liens by judgment or 


- 


just, as every debt is contracted with 
reference to the rights of the parties 
thereto under existing exemption 
laws, and no creditor can reasonably 
complain if he gets his full share of 
all that law, for thetime being, placed 
at the disposal of creditors. One of 
the effects of a bankrupt law is that 
of a general execution issued in fa- 
vor of allthe creditors of the bank- 
rupt, reaching all his property sub- 
ject to levy, and applying it to the 
payment of all his debts according to 
their respective priorities. It is quite 
proper, therefore, to confine its op- 
eration to such property as other le- 
gal process could reach. A rule which 
operates to this effect throughout the 
United States is uniform within the 
the meaning of that term, as used in 
the Constitution.”’ 

It is decided, then, that the act of 
1872 is constitutional, and the sole 
question to be passed upon is the 
constitutionality of the act of 1873, 
which provides, in effect, that wheth- 
er the States shall construe their 
homesteads retroactively or not, the 
bankrupt act shall be construed to 
give the benefit of the exemption al- 
lowed ia 1871 by the Constitution 
and laws of any State, as well 
against debts contracted before the 
adoption and passage of the Consti- 
tution and laws, as debts contracted 
after the same. 

Let us see how the law has been 
construed in the State Courts in Vir- 
ginia. 

“By Article XI of the Constitution 
of Virginia, adopted in 1869, it was 
provided that every householder or 
head of a family should be entitled, 
in addition to the articles then ex- 
empt from levy or distress for rent, 
to hold exempt from levy and sale 
under execution, &¢., issued on any 
demand for any debt theretofore or 
thereafter contracted, his real and per- 
sonal property, &e., to the value of 
22,000, to be selected by him. An 
act of the General Assembly of Vir- 
ginia, approved June 27, IS70, gave 
eftect to this provision by prescribing 
in what manner and upon what con- 
ditions such householder could set 
apart and hold such exemption. 

‘In 1872 the Court of Appeals of 
Virginia unanimously decided (22 
Gratt., 226,) that the provision of the 
Constitution just referred to, and the 
statute giving effect to the same, so 
faras they applied to contracts en- 
tered into, or debts contracted before 
their adoption, were in violation of 
the Constitution of the United States, 
and therefore void.”’ 

The act of 1873 was drawn to meet 
just such a case; indeed, it is said 
that it was chiefly meant to apply to 
Virginia. The Chief Justice decided 
that the act was unconstitutional, 
and that a bankrupt was not entitled 
to his $2,000 exemption, as against 
debts contracted prior to July 6th, 
1869, when the Constitution went 
into effect, but as to debts contracted 
since that date he was entitled tosuch 
exemption. He reasons thus: 

“The act of 1873 excepts from the 
operation of the assignment not only 
such property as was actually ex- 
empted by virtue of the exemption 
laws, but more. It does not provide 
that the exemption laws as they exist 
shall be operative and have effect 
under the bankrupt law, but that in 
each State the property specified in 
such laws, whether actually ex- 
empted by virtue thereof or not, shall 
be excepted. It in effect declares by 
its own enactment, without regard to 
the laws of the States, that there shall 
be one amount or description of ex- 
emption in Virginia and another in 
Pennsylvania. In this we think it 
unconstitutional, and therefore void. 
It changes existing rights between 
the debtor and creditor. Such chan- 
ges to be warranted by the Constitu- 
tion, must be uniform in their opera- 
tion. Thisis not. The consequence 
is that the act of 1872 remains un- 
changed, notwithstanding its at- 
tempted amendments in 1873.”’ 

In thus overruling the act of 1873, 
he follows the decision of the Supreme 
Court of Virginia, and the reason 
given for overruling the act is, that it 
is in conflict with that decision, and 
the uniformity prescribed in the 
Constitution of the United States is 
thereby violated. 

But this decision, at least for the 
present, does not affect North Caro- 
lina. 

The Constitution of North Carolina 
provides that there shall be exempt 
from sale under execution, ‘&c., real 
estate to the value of $1,000, and per- 
sonal property to the value of $500. 
Our Constitution, according to the 
reasoning of the decision of Virginia, 
went into effect in May 1868, and asto 
debts contracted subsequent to that 
date, the exemption is of course, al- 
lowed. As to debts contracted prior 
to May 1868, the Supreme Court of 


sion should be reversed and the law 
declared to be as it is in Virginia, 
then the uniformity of the bankrupt 
act would be violated ; because the 
exemption allowed the bankrupt, 
would be different from the exemp- 
tion allowed by the laws of the State, 
upon which basis alone the unifor- 
mity of the bankrupt act can be sus- 
tained. Thus avoiding Scylla, we 
fall upon a legal Charybdis. 

We think, then, that as yet our 
bankrupts need not be alarmed. Their 
homesteads are surely good against 
all debts contracted since May, 1868, 
and until the Supreme Court of the 
United States shall reverse the deci- 
sion of our Supreme Court in fil 
vs. Kessler, we think they will 
probably be sustained even against 
debts contracted prior to May, 1868. 


Dio Lewis, the champion crusader, 
thus goeth back upon prohibition : 

Dio Lewis has been investigating 
the effects of the prohibtory liquor 
law in Maine, and he sends his con- 
clusions to The Cincinnati Gazette. 
He says an earnest friend of the law 
told him that there were 800 places 
where drinks were sold in Bangor, 
simply because there is patronage for 
300 places; and Bangor has only 15,- 
000 inhabitants. Dr. Lewis says there 
was a drinking saloon for every 50 of 
the inhabitants, and yet that is the 
proportion in Bangor. He contin- 
ues: ‘‘And yet I did not seean open 
drinking place while I was in the 
State. There is no doubt that the 
trafic has been driven under cover, 
and there is not a shadow of doubt 
that the consumption of drinks in 
the State of Maine is enormous.”’ 


The Third Section of the Second 
Article of the Constitution should be 
amended so as to read: ‘‘The Presi- 
dent shall, from time to time, give 
Senator Jones information of the 
state of the Union, and recommend 
to his consideration such measures as 
he shall judge necessary and expedi- 
ent.’’—Cleveland Herald (Rep. ) 


A man who was seen coming out 
of a ‘Texas newspaper office with a 
split nose, with one eye and with one 
ear, explained to a policeman that he 
entered the office simply to inquire 
if the editor wasin. ‘‘And he was 
in,’ the victim mournfully added.

PLAN OF ORGANIZATION, 


The folowing plan of organization 
of the Democratic—Conservative par- 
ty was adopted : 

1. The Exeeutive Committee for 
the State shall consist as at present 
appointed, and shall have all the 
powers heretofore conferred upon it. 
2. The Executive Committee for 
the Congressional and Judicial Dis- 
tricts shall continue as at present 
constituted, until regularly changed, 
und shall have general supervision of 
the affairs of the party in their res- 
pective districts. 

3. In each county there shall bean 
Executive Committee composed of a 
Central Committee of not less than 
three members, and of at least one 
Committeeman from each township, 
This Committee shall, under direc- 
tion of the County Convention, have 
entire control of county matters. It 
shall be their duty to see that all the 
details of the canvass are properly 
conducted ; that the om are attend- 
ed by competent challengers, that 
each Conservative Gasts his ballot, 
and that no fraud is perpetrated at 
the election. They are particularly 
enjoined to take the necessary steps 
for the efficient organization of town- 
ships, and to seek by a wise adminis- 
tration to promote harmony and to 
inspire confidence. 

4. All Executive Committees are 

sroperly chosen by the Conventions 
held for the respective territorial di- 
visions; but if for any cause there 
should be a failure by the proper 
Convention to appoint an Executive 
Committee, then the State Executive 
Committee may supply the deficien- 
cy. 
Nominations for County offi- 
cers and members of the General As- 
sembly shall be made by County 
Conventions; for Town and ‘Town- 
ship officers, by town and township 
conventions; for members of Con- 
gress and Judicial officers by the 
District Conventions. 

6. All Conventions shall be open, 
and due notice of the time and place 
of convening the same shall be given. 

The resignation of Col. Walter 
Clark, as a member of the Executive 
Committee on account of his removal 
from Halifax, was read and accepted, 
and Dr, H. E. T. Manning, of Wel- 
don, was ee to fill the vacan- 
ey, after which the following resolu- 
tion was adopted : 

Resolved, That this Committee ad- 
journ to meet again in this city on 
the 10th day of June next, and that 
all the members be requested to at- 
tend. W. R. Cox, Chairman.

Foreign. 

June 15.--Vhe Parts cor- 
dent of the Tinies telegraphs 
that the votes in the Assembly foi 
and against the Left Centre are Con” 
stitutional.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—HOUsE.—

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Messrs. 
Herbert, Longstreet, Thompson, 
Sandrige and Forshey were befere 
the Senate Committee on levees this 
morning. The Committee author- 
ized the Chairman, Senator Alcorn, 
to report a bill appropriating two 
millions of dollars for levee purposes 
to be thus distributed: One million 
fer Louisiana, five hundred thousand 
for Mississippi, and five hundred 
thousand for Arkansas.

Alcorn,from the LeveeCommittee re- 
rted with an amendment of the bill 
to provide for the appointment of a 
comnnission of engineers to investi- 
gate and report a permanent plan for 
the reclamation of the aluvial basin 
of the Mississippi river, subject to in- 
undation. Placed on the calendar, 

A resolution instructing the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations to report 
amendments to the River and Harbor 
bill for the survey of routes recom- 
mended by the Transportation Com- 
tee passed by 42 to 6. 

No Executive session. 

HovusE.—The sundry civil appro- 
priation bill was passed. The items 
of fifty thousand dollars for a light 
ship at Wintes Quarter Shoals, on 
the coast of Virginia and of forty 
thousand for alight house at Mattuas 
Point, Va., were restored. 

The amendment repealing the law 
for the Civil Service Commission and 
directing to be made

Cotton Statistics. 


WASHINGEON, June 15.—The Sta- 


tistician of the Department of Agri- 


culture makes a report of the acreage 
in cotton based on the returns from 
most of the cotton counties, and on 
ersonal observation in six Cotton 
States, as follows, the comparison 
being with the area of 1873: Virgin- 
ia 80; North Carolina 89; South 
Carolina 91: Georgia 90; Florida 91; 
Alabama 86; Arkansas 89; Tennes- 
see 92; Mississippi 88; Louisiana 88 ; 
Texas 102; Missouri 75. The aggre- 
gate reduction slightly exceeds 10 per 
cent. The condition of the crop is 
represented by the following figures, 
.00 being the nominal or fair condi- 
tion: North Carolina S89 ; South Caro- 
lina 81 ; Georgia 80; Florida 90: Ala- 
bama 82; Mississippi 78; Louisiana 
70; Texas 90; Arkansas 90; Tennes- 
see 85. The report of the condition 
in June 1873 is more favorable in 
every State exceptin North Carolina 
and Texas, the record standing as 
follows: North Carolina 85; South 
Carolina 88 ; Georgia 94; Florida 102; 
Alabama 93; Mississippi 92; Lou- 
isiana 94; Texas 86; Arkansas 92; 
Tennesse 90. 

The season has been remarkable 
for heavy and frequent rains during 
the month of April throughout the 
cotton States. 

In some sections the aggregate 
rain fall reported exceeds sixteen 
inches. All the rivers, creeks and 
spring branches even overflowed 
their banks, destroyed the plants and 
prevented germination on newly 
planted lands. In the more South- 
ern belt replanting was general, both 
bottoms and uplands. 

From the first week in May to its 
close the drought was almost univer- 
sal. ‘I'he soil was packed afterwards, 
baked by the hot sun, retarding cul- 
tivation and preventing grow.h. 
The stand is, therefore, very poor, 
many plants not having made their 
appearance on the first of June. Since 
the last of May light showers have 
been general and the prospects are 
much improved. Fields are much 


and can easily be kept free from 
weeds. With favorable weather rap- 
id improvement is certain and a fair 
comparison with July is quite prob- 
able at the next report.
